What, not ſo much as between an Apple and an Oyſter? between 
light and darkneſs ? between Chriſt and Belial? or hetwixt. the 
Dodrines of the Apoſtles, and the Doctrines of Daxmons ? 1 
hope ng ſs zealous a Churchman, you have a better opinion of 
the Church of England than to think ſhe had rather admit of a- 
doring St. Franciss Breeches, St. Apolloma's Smock, Pope Joan 
Toe, or an Aſſe's Tail, than to lay aſide a few innocent Ceremo- 
nies in condeſcenſion to weak Brethren, who are willing to imbrace 
and own her Doctrines and Articles, the life and ſubſtance of her 
Relrgion.
